WASHINGTON — Beating other 
services to the gun, the Army this 
week started handing out its first, 
long-awaited P-2 payments of $60 
a month and announced that 7000 
EM in about 55 MOSs would get 
the awards in the current 12-month 
fiscal period which started 1 July. 

Approximately 600 P-2 payments 
will be made during July to EM in 
nine skill levels in two MOSs, 988 
and 931. This sets an Army first, 
and the first to get P-2 are voice 
interceptors (988) and medical 
laboratory specialists (931). They 
must have been drawing P-1 since 


1 January so that actually the 
granting of P-2 to them means just 
$30 a month pay increase. 


During the next 11 months, 
about 600 more P-2 payments will 
be given each 30-day period so that 
by the end of the fiscal year end- 
ing 30 June 1961 the Army will 
have filled all the 7000 P-2 spaces 
alloted it by the Department of 
Defense. 

MOSs to be awarded. the extra 
$60 in the future will not be an- 
nounced until monthly quotas are 
made known. However, P-2 will go 
only to highly critical skills as 
ordered by DOD and the criticality 
probably will be based on the num- 
bers of men in specific skill levels 
in the critical MOSs. In this way, 
the Army can control the number 
of awards to be made.

9th ‘Paper’ Division; 
Will Stay on Rolls 


WASHINGTON — The Army was 
cut back to 14 manned divisions 
this week as it was announced that 
the 9th Division at Fort Carson, 
Colo., had been reduced to “zero 
strength.” 

Officals denied that the 9th, 
whose 17,000 men fought through 
Tunisia, Sicily, Normandy, North 
ern France and Germany in World 
War II, had been “deactivated.” 
But to all intents and purposes the 
9th now is a paper division with out 
a single man to carry the flag and 
its battle streamers. 

Then a triangular division, the 





9th later became a pentomic or- 
ganization with about 13,500 men. 
But, with the manpower pinch on, 
the 9th was steadily cut back until 
by 8 April 1959 it had considerably 
less than half a division. 

Since then, the Army, to keep 
up strengths, kept whittling away 
at the 9th’s numbers. Now it’s zero. 

There was no official announce- 
ment abuut the “death” of the 9th. 
However, the Army, in response to 
questions by Army Times, said:

Many Service Bills) O 
Await Signature

At 8:30 a. m. Sunday morning, July 3, after a 22%-hour session, 
most of it spent arguing about Cuban sugar, members of the House and 
Senate packed it in, as the fighters say, and took off like big birds for 
the national conventions. 

The Senate is in recess until 8 August. The House is in recess 
until 15 August. The August session is expected to last until about 
Labor Day. 

Here is a rundown on action concerning military legislation during 
the final, hectic week. 

The bills cleared by Congress still have to be signed by the Presi- 
dent to become law. All those listed here are expected to be signed 
with the possible exception of the veterans loan extension bill.

THE FOLLOWING bills were cleared for the President by Congress 
in is final week before it recessed: 

HR 8212, eliminating the requirement that standby reserves have 
to get physical exams every four years and simplifying the procedure 
for ordering reservists to active duty. 

HR 11787, continuing until 1 Aug., 1964, the authority for flight 
instruction for members of the ROTC, 

HR 10068, giving reservists who leave service after more than 
eight years active duty the same travel and transportation allowances 
(to home of choice) that regulars get. 

HR 12265, allowing military officers overseas to administer oaths 
and perform other notary public-type services for American civilian 
employes and dependents. The bill was required after the courts ruled 
the civilians were not subject to the Uniform Code of Military Justice, 
since officers in the past could only perform these notary public serv- 
ices for those subject to the code. 

HR 3291, to change the designation of the Air Force Distinguished 
Service Cross and Soldier’s Medal to “Air Force Cross,” and “Airman’s 
Medal.” 


HR 5569, to extend for two years the time for presenting medals in 
eases where the recommendation was made within the prescribed time 
limit but no award was made because of loss of recommendation -or 
administrative delay. 

HR 12570, to limit to 1000 pounds the amount of “unaccompanied 
baggage” that can be shipped overseas with a service family by com- 
merical air lines. All other household and personal goods must be 
shipped by surface transportation unless the air shipment would be 
cheaper or unless the transportation officer certifies the air travel is 
necessary to carry out official duties or to avoid personal hardship. 

S 1795, the so-called White Charger bill, providing for the involun- 
tary retirement of Army and Air Force officers. 

HR 5040, to assure the reemployment rights of national guardsmen 
returning for periods of active duty. 

HR 9702, authorizing the services to make settlement of a deceased 
serviceman’s final accounts in cases where he has money on the books 
and hasn’t designated a beneficiary. Bill would preclude the need for 
a review by the General Accounting Office before settlement, as is now 
the case. 

HR 10500, to continue the payment of sub pay during rehabilitation 
and retraining periods ashore for crew members of nuclear subs that 
have dual crews; and to provide sub pay for those who go down in 
research submersibles, like the bathyscaph. 

HR 12200, authorizes the reduction to the lowest enlisted grade for 
men convicted by a court martial whose sentence includes a punitive 
discharge, confinement or hard labor. Such reductions used to be 
automatic but the Court of Military Appeals said automatic reductions 
could not be made. At the same time the comptroller general ruled 
men could only be paid the pay of the lowest grade. The Army and Air 
Force were caught between the conflicting decisions . The bill would 
allow for the automatic reductions. Letting convicted men hold higher 
rank would detract from the dignity of enlisted grades, the services feel.

State Voting 
Rules Outlined 


(Following is another in the series of articles on 
voting for servicemen and their dependents. It 
covers voting in general and the specific elections 
scheduled for August. For more detailed infor- 
mation and state rules, voters should contact their 
base voting officers.) 


WASHINGTON — The choice of the major 
presidential candidates was out of the hands of the 
voters this week and up to the delegates at the 
national conventions (Democrats in Los Angeles 
11 July and Republicans at Chicago 25 July). 

Between now and November, the voting activity 
in the U.S. will center on (1) the campaigns of the 
two party hopefuls and (2) scattered state primaries 
choosing nominees for congressional séats, governor 
and other state and local offices. Among this second 
group, 11 state will be running some types of 
elections during August. 

The results of the pre-convention primaries 


influence the selection but do not decide it. 
Actually, far fewer than half the states use 
primaries to give the voters a voice in nominating 
candidates and only four of these bind convention 
delegates to vote for the man selected. 

Historically, a candidate beaten badly in 
primaries has been given little chance of the 
nomination in convention. But the reverse is not 
necessarily true. Candidates have won heavily in 


primaries and failed at nomination and other candi- 
dates have won the nominations without having 
competed at the primary level. 

The remaining primaries this yéar will not 
include presidential nominees but will allow for 
selection of candidates for major state offices. 
Military voters and their dependents, as absentee 
residents of the states involved, will be eligible to 
vote in them. Involved are elections in the following 
states: 

Alaska—2 August primaries nominate federal 
and state officers, are open to all absentees. 
Minimum age is 19. Requirements are a year’s 
residence in the state and 30 days in precinct plus 
the ability to read the Constitution and read and 
write English. Registration is part of the voting 
process, Absentee ballots must be postmarked by 
the date of the election. 

Arkansas—9 August second or runoff primaries 
will be run for any offices not filled on the 26 
July primary. Federal, state and local offices are 
at stake. Absentee voting is allowed generally. 
Voting age is 21, a year’s residence in the state, six 
months in the county and 30 days in the precinct are 
required. There is a poll tax for all but servicemen. 
tegistration is not required but ballots are due by 
1830 election day. 

Delaware—20 August elections are for county 
officers. There is no absentee voting in any but 
general] elections so ballots must be cast in person 
in primaries. Requirements include age 21, state

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
residence of one year, three months in county and 
30 days in precinct, ability to read the state con- 
stitution, and write name and registration. 

Kansas—2 August primary nominates federal, 
state ana local officers and elects precinct commit- 
tee members. Absentee voting is allowed in all but 
municipal elections. Age 21, six months in the state 
and 30 days in the ward or township are required. 
Registration is waived for service-connected persons 
and dependents. Ballots are due by 1300 the day 
before election. 


Louisiana—27 August is the date of the state’s 
secOnd primary. Service connected persons and 
dependents may vote absentee if they are 21, have 
lived in the state and parish one year and in the 
precinct three months. Registration must be in 
person but is permanent in some places. Ballots 


must be received the day before election. The elec- 
tion schedule above has been changed from the one 
earlier passed to voting officers. 

Michigan—2 August primaries will nominate 
federal, state and local officers. Any person may 
vote absentee. Age 21, six months in the state and 
30 days in city or township and registration are 
required. Absentee registration is allowed. Ballots 
must be received by election day. 

Mississippi—23 August primary nominates for 
federal offices. Servicemen and spouses may vote 
absentee. Age 21, two years in the state and one 
in district and the ability to read and write the 
state constitution are required. Absentee registration 
is allowed servicemen and spouses and poll tax is 
waived for them. Ballots must be in by election day. 

Missouri—2 August nominates federal and state 
officers. Absentee voting is allowed. Requirements 
are age 21, a year in the state and 60 days in 
county. Registration is not reuired of serv:ce 
connected persons and dependents. Ballots are due 
by 1800 the day after election. 

Tennessee—4 August primary nominates federal 
and state officers, elects country officers and votes 
on referendum. Absentee voting is allowed. Age 
21, a year in the state three months in county and 
registration are required. Registration is perma- 
nent for regular voters, may be done absentee for 
service connected people and dependents. Ballots 
are due election day. 

Wyoming—16 August primary nominates federal 
and state officers. Absentee voting is generally al- 
lowed. Age 21, a year in the state, 60 days in county 
and 10 days in precinct are required. Voters must 
also be able to read the constitution. Registration 
is permanent for regular voters, allowed by mail

Time to Act 


Some hope of passage yet this year for 
stalled service legislation was advanced by 
the congressional decision last week to re- 
turn to work in Washington after the nomi- 


nating conventions. The lawmakers expect to 
get back during the first half of August and 
will be able to hit a few good licks before 
going home to campaign for reelection. Had 
this change in plan not been brought about, 
they would have been unavailable until next 
January. 

A number of measures affecting service 
people, both on and off duty remain to be 
acted upon. For those sufficiently interested 
in one bill or another, the opportunity is 
here—now—to “Write Your Congressman,” 


Room at Top 


The number of Army enlisted people re- 
tiring in their officer grades is gradually in- 
creasing from month to month. This is a 
fortunate circumstance for those reaping the 
rewards of long service. But the increase 
would also appear to brighten promotion 
prospects of those remaining on active duty 
in the NCO ranks, and this is certainly a 
very good thing. 

The Army says that more than 70 en- 
listed men in grades from E-5 to E-9 retired 
as officers in a recent month. Such retire- 
ments after 20 years of serviee had been 
running at about 40 a month. The ratio is ex- 
pected to go even higher from now on. 

Most of those concerned were caught in 
the 1957 officer RIF program and stayed on 
as enlisted men. However, they retire in their 
highest Reserve grade as long as they have 
completed at least 10 years of active federal 
commissioned service and 20 years of total 
active federal service. 

One E-5 retired in rank of full colonel, 
while an E-9 retired as a major. Some of them 
will draw retired pay of 75 percent based on 
Reserve service credited for pay purposes 
before their current active duty. This gives 
them a total of 30 years for retirement pur- 
poses. 

For some, this will mean that retirement is 
the equivalent of a pay raise. For instance, 
an E-7 with 39 years of service for basic pay 
purposes gets a $253 pay boost by retiring 
as a full colonel. As an E-7, his gross take- 
home pay and allowances before taxes was 
$486. As a retired colonel, he will draw $739. 

The Army is counting on these retire- 
ments to augment its E-8 and E-9 program 
in opening up promotions in grades E-6 and 
E-7. Promotions have been tight for some 
time in those grades because of the World 
War II hump. 


Equal Costs 


Service people appear to be coming out 
second-best to other government employes 
in the matter of travel money. A bill to in- 
crease the per diem for civil servants is mov- 
ing through Congress, and House lawmakers 
have put a whopping $25-a-day limit on their 
own traveling expenses. 

In the meantime, the Pentagon's pro- 
posal to Congress to increase the military 
person’s per diem ceiling to a mere $14 is 
gathering dust in committee. The $25 action, 
by the House Administration committee, 
comes close on the heels of disclosures of 
heavy spending of taxpayers’ money by some 
junketing Congressmen. 

We don’t believe the government really 
approves of this situation. So why doesn’t it 
do something about it?

1 have just finished reading the article in the 25 June issue, “Com- 
missary-Exchange Setup Revision Will Alter Families’ Shopping Habits.” 
The part that really got me was: “Retailers probably will leave the ex- 
changes, commissaries and clubs alone until after the national election.” 


Pardon my “French,” but what the hell 
do the retailers have to kick up a fuss 
about? Are they truly aware of what is 
sold and how the prices run in our com- 
missaries and exchanges? Permit me to 
en! _aten them. 

Except for bread and milk, prices here 
in our commissary are the same or perhaps 
a penny or two cheaper than the retail 
store, generally. On items that are con- 
siderably cheaper, so is the quality. What 
passes as hamburger isn’t fit to feed ani- 
mals. Therefore, I go to the retail store 
in town and pay 10 cents more a pound, 
and pay it cheerfully as it is worth every 
penny. Besides, while there, I usually end 
paying out three or four dollars more buy- 
ing items not stocked in our commissary.

AS FAR as I am concerned, they can 
close the commissary and I wouldn’t miss 
it. We are not permitted to bring children 
into the building. Therefore, we either 
pay 35 cents an hour at the nursery, or 
impose upon neighbors to care for our 
children, and in turn take care of theirs. 

So, the few pennies “saved” shopping at 
the commissary are more than taken care 
of. 

If anyone has a right to kick up a fuss 
about the commissary and exchange “priv- 
ileges,” so-called, it is the military, not 
the retailers. If they knew what was good 
for them they would keep quiet and let the 
government go on running the commis- 
saries and get our patronage, anyway, with- 
out causing hard feelings.

THE EXCHANGES are just as bad. It 
seems that somewhere along the way the 


original purpose of the exchange has been 
forgotten. Here and now, the exchange 
caters more to the higher ranks and DA 
civilians, who have exchange privileges, 

In my opinion, the retailers have a legiti- 
mate gripe about losing the patronage of 
the civilians. Let the civilians puy in the 
civilian stores and keep the military ex- 
changes strictly for the military. 

Our exchange here is stocked with beau- 
tiful, brand-name, expensive items, 
Granted, these same items are even more 
expensive “outside,” but it is my feeling 
that my daughter looks just as pretty in a 
dress without a fancy label, dollars cheap- 
er, bought at the retailers!

Change 1, AR 614-30, as I inter- 
pret it, does not retain all NCO’s 
Stateside, although they have com- 
pleted 20 years service as of 1 July 
1959 and have completed overseas 
tour since 1950. 

According to the above change, 
E-8’s and E-9’s are eligible for as- 
signment overseas until they have 
completed 27 years service, even 
though they have met the previous

Is a Tragic Thing

HARLES E. WILSON’S order to the 
Army to give dishonorable discharges 

to the so-called “turn-coats’” who refused 
repatriation at the end of the fighting in 
Korea seems to be coming home to roost. 


Wilson as Secretary of Defense, and over the 
objections of the Army staff, ordered that the 23 
men who chose to stick with the Chinese Com- 
munists, be given dishonorable discharges without 
trial or representation. 

I was among those who challenged the legality 
of Wilson’s order. The challenge was based on 
my understanding of the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice which said, I believed, that a dishonorable 
discharge and loss of pay could come only after a 
trial. 

Wilson’s action appeared to be conirary to 
the American concept of justice which requires 
that, regardless of the apparent facts, only a court 
can punish a man accused of high crimes and 
misdemeanors. ; 

* . * 

AT A PRESS conference late in 1953 or early 
1954, Wilson was asked why the so-called turn- 
coats weren’t tried “im absentia.” Wilson said, 
in effect, thateas Secretary of Defense he could 
tell any of the services what to do with men who 
by law came under his orders, that he knew these 
men to be traitors and that he was giving them 
the harshest punishment that he could invoke 
administratively. 

The majority of the judges on the United 
States Court of Claims have agreed with Wilson. 
But their decision is not an The Supreme Court 
has agreed to hear the ims of three of the 
men who have since decided that communism sang 
them a siren song and that, for all its faults, the 
United States is where they want to live. 

What these men are asking is back pay for 
the time they were POWs. The total of the three 
claims is $9256.86. 

The cost to the government of fighting their 
claims through the courts will be far more than 
the amount of the claims. 

It is not my purpose here to continue to re- 
hash the turncoat case nor to tell Wilson, six years 
late, what he should have done. 

The point I would make, and one that I think 
worth remembering, is that the United States is a 
land where the law has been and should continue 
to be respected. Even when we disagree with the 
law or with the interpretations put on it by the 
courts, we must uphold it and the courts. This 
is our form of government. 

What we disagree with we can change by a pre- 
scribed course of action. To go outside that course 
is to threaten our form of government. 








It does not please me to see traitors rewarded. 
But it pleases me even less to see one man dictate 
an illegal course of action. It pleases me to see 
an illegal course of action come, in the end, to 
grief.

THERE WAS a legal way to handle these cases. 
These men should have been retained on the 
Army’s rolls until they returned, then, still under 
military jurisdiction, they could have been ar- 
rested, tried, and, if the facts warranted, punished. 

Patience is a quality absent from the character 
of too many Americans. It obviously was absent 
from the feelings of Wilson and those who so 
abruptly decided that these men should be dishon- 
orably discharged. By his impatience, Wilson may 
have prevented true justice from being worked. 
And the defeat of justice, which is what I rashly 
predict will happen, though I have no license to 
predict the Supreme Court’s decision, is a tragic 
thing in a land of liberty.

This order is given well to serve 
as a punishment for drunkenness as to spare good 
and temperate men the labor of digging graves 
for their worthless companions.”

HE ABRUPT break-off of the disarmament talks at 
Geneva by the Communists, without even listening 
to the new American proposals, may one day come to be 


counted among those strokes of 
good fortune which long ago 
gave rise to a saying that the 
Lord looks after drunks, chil- 
dren and Americans. 

The trend the talks were 
taking could have become 
dangerous to our security. 

The French had come up with 
a proposal] that one useful form 
of disarmament—or rather, con- 
trol of armaments — might be 
found in controlling or inspect- 
ing the means of delivery of nu- 
clear weapons, such as long-range 
aircraft and missiles, missile-fir- 
ing submarines, aircraft carriers 
and so on. The Soviets had 
promptly come forward with a 
revised plan of their own in 
which this French suggestion was 
Item No. 1.

THE AMERICAN delegation 
would have no part of it, but as 
signs that the Soviets might 
break off the talks increased, we 
came under considerable pres- 
sure from the other Western 
powers to make some sort of new 
proposals that would at least 
make the West look better 
propaganda-wise. 

This was done, and among the 
new ideas was a “study” of how 
delivery systems might be con- 
trolled if it were ever agreed on 
to do it. 


Before this could get to the 
conference table, the Soviets 
walked out—just why, we don’t 
know yet, and may never know. 

This reporter has no hesitation 
in saying that he greeted the 


news with a big whoof of relief. 
So did quite a few others inside 
and outside the Pentagon, who 
were feeling that this was a 
singularly unfortunate moment 
for the United States to start 
talking about the control, inspec- 
tion, ete., of delivery systems.

WE ARE on the point of put- 
ting into operation the most 
effective new delivery system 


for nuclear weapons that has yet 
been developed by any nation. 
This is the Polaris ballistic mis- 
sile mounted in a nuclear-pow- 
ered submarine. Two such sub- 
marines, each with 16 missiles, 
will go into active service toward 
the end of this year. 

Thereafter there will always 
be, in the minds of the Soviet 
leadership, the knowledge that

MANY who believe that the 
iron hand of inescapable deter- 
rence is a better means of guar- 
anteeing American security than 
any amount of paper bearing 
Soviet seals and signatures were 
holding their breaths lest the 
Polaris system should somehow 
get fouled up at Geneva. 

There would just be no way of 
keeping the Polaris delivery 
system under constant control 
and observation by international 
inspection teams except by keep- 
ing all the submarines in port 
all the time—which means they 
would be worthless as deterrents. 

Sending inspectors to sea in 
each submarine would do no 
good, as far as warning against 
surprise attack by the submarine 
is concerned (which is the pur- 
pose of “controlling” delivery 
systems) unless each inspector 
were allowed free coOmmunica- 
tion with his superiors at all 
times. 


And that, of course, means 
that the Soviets would know 
exactly where each submarine 
was all the time and more- 
over that they would have a 


matchless source of information 
from which they might be able to 
work out a system of counter- 
measures in due time. 

Even if these things didn’t 
happen, just starting talking 
about them might delay further 
Polaris development. We got a 
lucky break, friends, make no 
mistake about it.

troversy for nearly a year, will he- 
come effective 1 December. 

While the overall intent of the 
directive is to assure equitable dis- 
tribution among movers of the 
military’s $300 million a year mov- 
ing business, it also stipulates: 

“A preference for a carrier ex- 
pressed by the property owner 
shall be honored.” 

The new system will replace the 
current policy of rotating business 
equally among all movers who reg- 
ister with a transportation officer. 
Instead of “equal” distribution, the 
new order calls for “equitable dis- 
tribution.” This means all movers 
will get a fair share of traffic but 
in most cases transportation of- 
ficers, it was believed, will be able 
to honor the preference of the 
military family. 

It was noted in industry circles 
that the new directive used the 
word “shall” instead of “may” in 
saying transportation officers must 
honor owner preference, 

* . - 


THE INDUSTRY has been war- 
ring within itself for months over 
an old and later cancelled directive 
giving complete free choice of mov- 
ing to the military. Small movers 
had objected to the latter whiie 
the so-called “big four” in the in- 
dustry were in favor of it. 


The new directive represents a 
compromise. Secretary of Defense 
Thomas S. Gates, Jr., who signed 
it, declared he was “convinced the 
new policies are fair to the Depart- 
ment of Defense personnel and 
their families, and are also fair to 
the transportation industry.” 

Transportation officers of the 
Army are expected to be briefed 
on the new order by 1 December.

ROUGHLY, the new plan will 
work out like this. Once a man ex- 
presses a preference, the trans- 
portation officer will schedule the 
movement of his household goods 
with that carrier if available. 

But that will count against the 
carrier’s share of business. Other 
carriers will get the business where 
no preference is expressed. And 
transportation officers are told that 
there must be equitable distribu 
tion of all traffic among all movers.

HIGHLIGHTS of the DOD direc- 
tive are: 

“To the extent practicable, traf- 
fic shall be distributed by destina- 
tion state or other area outside the 
United States among these carriers 
in equitable proportions, subject 
to the following: 

“a. Carrier’s ability to respond 
to requirements of the traffic of- 
fered for movement. When a carrier 
is offered a shipment and cannot 
perform, the carrier shall be 
charged with the offer in the same 
manner as if he had performed. 

“b. At each shipping activity, 
additional shipments shall be of- 
fered to a carrier or carriers when 
it has been determined that it or 
they provide an exceptionally high 
quality of service as compared with 
other carriers serving the activity. 
Such shipments shall not be 
charged to normal distribution. 

“For traffic distribution purposes, 
carriers under effective common 
financial or administrative control 
shall be treated as a single carrier.” 

Then the directive said that con- 
sistant with equitable distribution 
the following would be in effect: 

“a. A request by the property 
owner for none-use of a carrier be- 
cause of specific prior unsatisfac- 
tory service shall be honored if 
anotlier carrier is available to move 
the shipment at the same over-all 
cost to the government. 

“b. A preference for a carrier 
expressed by the property owner 
SHALL be honored.

moted. A lieutenant colonel tem- 
porarily promoted to colonel picks 
up as much as about $30 a week 
extra if he has more than 20 years 
of service. ; 

The most important thing about 
announcing promotions on any 
date anticipated vacancies are fore- 
east is the fact that it will fix 
date of rank more closely and en- 
able officers to establish seniority 
more clearly. 

Now, when officers are given 
temporary promotions on a list on 
the same day, they must refer to 
a 13-page document (AR 600-15) 
to establish rank and precedence. 
At best, the regulation is regarded 
as complicated to junior officers 
in the Army although career offi- 
cers in the grade of major and 
above can easily figure out the 
formula. 

The system of promoting on 
forecast vacancies by day rather 
than by week is regarded by Army 
personnel experts as a stride for- 
ward in manpower management. 
Although unlikely, there might be 
a case where, under the present 
system, two captains in the same 
battalion are given temporary pro- 
motions to major on the same day, 
with the same date of rank. It 
would drive them to AF 600-15 to 
determine who had rank and prece- 
dence. Under the new system, this 
is less likely to occur. 

By day-to-day temporary promo- 
tion announcements, setting date 
of rank, such confusion in units 
over seniority will be eliminated. 

Meanwhile, as previously re- 
ported by Army Times, temporary 
promotions for officers this fiscal 
year which started last week (1 
July) are expected to be “some- 
what better” than those given in 
the 12-month period before that 
date. 

In the last fiscal year which 
ended 30 June, more than 500 offi- 
cers made full colonel, more than 
1200 made lieutenant colonel, near- 
ly 2000 were promoted to major, 
more than 3000 got their tracks 
and there were about 700 CWOs 
upped to 3 and 4 grade. 

So the number of officer tem- 
porary promotions in the next 12 
months should be something above 
those figures. 





Senate Passes 
Post Hunting 
Control Bill 


WASHINGTON — The Senate 
has approved a bill to control fish- 
ing and hunting on military reser- 
vations. 

The measure, HR 2565, passed 
earlier by the House, calls for is- 
suing special permits — for both 
civilian and military personnel — 
for hunting and fishing on military 
lands. Funds obtained from the 
sale oi the permits would be used 
for cooperative conservation and 
propagation programs for wild life 
on service reservations. 

The bill is designed chiefly as 
a wildlife conservation measure 
but it is apparently another step 
towards ending the unlimited hunt- 
ing privileges for service person- 
nel on some reservations. A bill 
passed in the 85th Congress, PL- 
337, authorized state fish and game 
commission officials to enter mili- 
tary reservations to manage the 
conservation of wildlife.

The Army refused to elaborate 
about the overseas destinations of 
men once in the 9th.

Here we eat at private clubs, 
stay in hotels. Even inspectors who 
come here from the States can find 
nothing wrong, in our living quar- 
ters, our food, in the sanitary con- 
ditions, in our jobs. 

Two years 
ago the soldier was paid about $10 
a day per diem, which did cover 
our personal expenses. Now we 
draw $2.57 per day station allow- 
ance and you can well believe me 
that this does not cover it now. 

This enchanting little South Sea 
island is a poverty-ridden land 
where the majority of people are 
coolies who work for as little as 
25c per day. The breeze is heavy 
with the odors of the human ferti- 
lizer that is used on all the farms 
that grow our produce that we eat. 

The stink of the garbage, filth 
and unclean conditions fill your 
nostrils 24 hours a day. The bars 
are two-by-four holes in the wall 
loaded with B-girls that will sit and 
talk with you, hold your hand or 
take you upstairs. 

Cafes, charming little places 
built on two wheels, fly-infested, 
where the dishes are washed in a 
dirty. bucket; that sits on the 
ground; in water that looks like 
sl 


Funny. as it .seems, the women 
here are nice looking. The clothes 
they wear. are not of local manu- 
facturers, they have more of that 
foreign look, such as Montgomery- 
Ward. or Sears. 

That $100, you have left in your 
pocket at the end of the pay period 
is worth exactly $2.50 in Taiwanese. 
That is, if, you have had no un- 
expected expense during the 
month. 

We .eat. in clubs because there 
is no other place fit to eat in, un- 
less you pay up to $2.75 a meal. 

These hotels we live in are op- 
erated by the FASD (Foreign Aid 
Service Department). The rooms 
are quite large—8x10, well aired 
from a 30-inch Fan hung directly 
over your bed (there is no other 
place to hang them). Floors are 
mopped ‘at least once a month.

No Place Overseas? 


FORT. KNOX, Ky.:. 1 have just 
finished ponding the article in 

18 June and I 
want you to know I am burning up. 
I think this Rep. Harry Sheppard 
(D., Calif.) has lost his mind. 

Does he propose to take away 
the good morale builder a soldier 
has? He says, and I quote: “Mil- 
itary dependents have no business 
in the Middle perhaps 
anywhere else overseas.” 

Granted, with all the hullaballoo 
in Japan, it might not be wise, but 

t he would stop dependents 
from traveling overseas at all is 
just plain nonsense. 

He speaks of the tremendous 
cost involved for the ernment, 
not taking inte cons tion the 
fact that in a roundabout way 
(that of the taxpayer) the soldiers 
are helping to foot the bill. To 
my way of thinking, it is a shame 
that a man should be separated 
from his home and loved ones, 
when these same politicians and 
their families can spend vacations 
in places like Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico at our expense, and at a cost 
far exceeding that of moving de- 
pendents to oversea bases. 

A serviceman on an oversea as- 
signment needs his family as much 
as one in the States, if not more. 
It is one of the greatest morale 
boosters in the world to be able 
to come home to those we love 
after a day’s work. It is also good 
for those at home. 

Most of these people who start 
this bunk about cutting out this 
or that for the serviceman and his 
dependents are those who have 
served their time and enjoyed 
these same benefits which they now 
fight so hard to deprive us of.

It was decided at the last meet- 

ing of the national executive coun- 
cil of the Asso- 
ciation of Reg- 
ular Army Ser- 
gents in April 
1960 to change 
the current sys- 
iem of mem- 
bership cards. 
SFC Harold S. 
Beardwood, the 
national treas- 
urer, was given 
this project. 

After a two-month survey, it 
was decided to adopt an annual 
card issue system. All members 
would receive their membership 
cards either through the barracks 
representative or directly from na 
tional headquarters. The expira 
tion date of the member’s card will 
be indicated on the front of the 
card, 
grade. 

In order to replace the old sys- 
tem, it was necessary to introduce 
an application form that would 
serve for national, command and 
barracks use, and a receipt file copy 
for the individual. Under the pres- 
ent system the command does not 
receive any information as to how 
each area is progressing. This new 
system will give first hand informa- 
tion on weak and strong areas. It 
will also enable national headquar- 
ters to keep up with the correct 
and current number of members. 

Effective 1 July 1960, all mem- 
bers renewing will have to forward 
their present membership cards to 
national headquarters in order to 
receive their new membership 
cards. All renewals forwarded dur- 
ing this period of change will re- 
ceive the new type cards if their 
old cards are not attached to the 
application. Barracks will, upon re- 
ceipt of the new card, insure that 
the old card is transferred to na 
tional 

The new type applications are 
the Military Pay Voucher type and 
have no carbons.

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Congress Votes ‘Hardware 
But Cuts Many Personnel 


WASHINGTON—The $39.9 billion Defense money bill 
was awaiting the President’s signature this week after a 
legislative compromise gave the three services most of the 
key hardware items they wanted. 


But while the bill carries $661 
million more than the President 
asked for and is generous with 
weapons development money, it 
means some belt tightening in 
maby areas for service personnel. 

Effect of the bill will be: 

@® Less travel by service per- 
sonnel and dependents. 

@ A shortage of funds for up- 
keep of Capehart and Wherry 
housing.

The one personnel category 
where there will be more money is 
in schooling of dependents over- 
seas, The funds can be increased 
from the present limit of $265 per 
pupil to $275 per pupil. 

The services got their big cher- 
ished items. 

The Navy got its giant carrier 
and extra money for Polaris subs 
and for anti-submarine warfare.

No Action 
On GI Bill 


WASHINGTON—What Congress 
didn’t do last week in its rush for 
adjournment is as much news to 
peacetime and wartime veterans 
as what it did. 


Senate leaders withdrew an 
amendment to a House-passed bill 
increasing federal payments to 
state veterans homes which would 
have provided GI Bill education, 
loan guaranty, and vocational re- 
habilitation benefits to cold war 
veterans. 


The House failed to have passed 
on the unanimous consent calen- 
dar a proposal which would have 
re-opened National Service Life 
Insurance to once-eligible World 
War II and Korea veterans for a 
one-year period. 

Rep. Olin Teague (D., Tex.), 
chairman of the House Veterans 
Affairs committee, said that as far 
as he was concerned the new GI 
Bill is dead for this session. He 
said there appears little likelihood 
the cold war GI Bill will even be 
considered, much less passed, when 
Congress returns. 

Teague said he has asked the 
Rules committee to let the NSLI 
re-opening measure be brought up 
for a second vote. He 
that this will be done shortly after 
the House reconvenes and pros- 
pects for passage are rated “good.”

The message announcing the P-2 
program went out on 1 July but 
because of the long holiday week- 
end it could not become effective 
until 5 July and in some cases the 
dates on which men receive it may 
be later running into next week or 
the following week. 


In its program, the Army elected 
to take all the P-2 spaces offered 
by DOD. The Bureau of the Budget 
and DOD had authorized the Army 
3500 P-2 slots but said it could 
double that number if it used 
money that normally would be used 
in the P-1 program. The Army 
went for double. 

Originally, in thinking that it 
might get only 3500 spaces the 
Army had planned to limit P-2 pay 
to about 20 critical MOSs. But 
picking up double the number will 
allow the Army to stretch out pay- 
ments to about 55 critical MOSs. 


The skill levels in MOS 988 to 
get P-2 in July are 1, 2, 6 and 7. 
The skill levels to get P-2 in 931 
this month are 1, 2, 6, 7 and 8. 

The fact that the Army has de- 
cided to use P-1 money for half of 
its P-2 payments will not hurt the 
P-1 program or the chances of men 
to earn their initial award of $30 
a month.

Industrial Manpower 


: WASHINGTON — “The Army and Industrial Man- 
| sa a study of the Army’s role in the field of industrial 
bor problems during World War II, has been published 


by the Army. 


The new work is part of the 
series “United States Army in 
World War II,” issued by the 
Army Chief of Military History. 

Setting the stage for their War 
II account, the authors sketch the 
War Department’s labor planning 
from the close of War I. But pre- 
war planning, ‘the book makes 
clear, did not quite match the 
reality of wartime demands on 
the Army in its incustrial man- 
power role. 

In the early war years, “it re 
mained the settled policy of the 
War Department not to inject it- 
self into labor disputes as a medi- 
ator or arbitrator.” After a series 
of troublesome production stop- 
pages, though, the authors point 
out that by mid-1943 “the convic- 
tion had Geveloped that labor and 
management could not be relied 
upon to cooperate voluntarily...” 

Then Secretary Stimson joined 
with the Secretary of the Navy 
in backing the Smith-Connally 
War Labor Disputes Act. The pos- 
sibility that some of the strikes 
and slowdowns “were deliberate 
attempts to sabotage the rearma- 
ment program presented differ- 
ent problems from those created 
by bona fide labor disputes,” the 
book states, introducing a discus- 
sion of subversive activity and in- 
dustrial security.

Togo, who was 87 when he died 
in 1934, was born in a medieval 
world where men fought with 
swords and armor.

(Once, when Togo re- 
fused to apologize to a brother on 


whom he had pulled a practical 
joke, his father banished him 
from the house for 10 days.) His 
name was Nakagoro until he was 
13, the age of entering manhood, 
when he was renamed Helha- 
chiro, which means peaceful son.

WITH THAT background and 
that name he became Japan’s 
great war hero, a legend in his 
own time. He distinguished him- 
self in the Korean wor of 1882 
and in naval battles with the 
Chinese at Yalu in 1894. By 1904, 
when the war with Russia was be- 
ginning, he was put in command 
of the entire Japanese fleet, and 
his strategic and tactical ability 
was-one of the big factors that en- 
abled the Japanese to win. 

Togo as a personality is the 
personification of Oriental im- 
passiveness, but the story of 
his life is the story of Japan’s 
change from a feudal state te 
a great power, and in the stery 
ef that change — with the mili- 
tarist always one step ahead of 
the diplomats — can he seen 
the generals of the nation’s 
great war power and of its 


eventual destruction in World 
War II. 

The story is told in rather 
pedestrian prose and is handi- 
capped by a lack of first-hand 
knowledge of the subject’s char- 
acter. It is not really the story 


of a man but of a career, to be 
more precise, of a Navy. But for 
those interested in the develop- 
ment of naval warfare, it is a 
highly absorbing story.

“The strange thing about it is 
that everyone who reads my pilot 
script says it is great,” Bassing 
reports. “At CBS, I was told that 
all it needed was a gimmick. I 
tried to explain that I considered 
a young married couple, both 
working, was gimmick enough, 
but I was voted down.” 

Last fall Bassing got a call 
from Martin Manulis, wao then 
headed up 20th Century-Fox’s 
TV division.

CAMP ZAMA, Japan — The Army 
installation in the Far East, Camp Zama, is a 
bustling, little America with an oriental flair. 
The hub of Army business at Zama is to be 
found in the “Little Pentagon” in South Camp Zama, 

Ge otherwise known as head- 
7 quarters of the U. S. Army 
Japan and the 6th Logistical 
Command. 

Camp Zama handles a va- 
riety of duties and Maj. Gen. 
David H. Tulley, OG of US- 
ARJ, recently summed up one 
of its most important jobs this 
way: “One of our major mis- 
sions in Japan is quite per- 
sonal — making American 
principles better understood. 
We must express a willingness 
to learn—to attempt to under- 
stand before attempting to be 
understood. The people -to- 
Gen. TULLEY no. program is a two-way 

Gen. Tulley assumed command in December 1958. 
His previous assignment was CG of the Engineer Center 
at Fort Belvoir, Va. Deputy CG and chief of staff is 
Brig. Gen. Alexander M. Willing. 


History 


Camp Zama’s history began in 1935 when the Japa- 
nese Diet laid plans for a military academy near the 
small town of Zama. In late bs r 
1937, the completed academy 2 
opened its gates to the top 7 
of Japanese officer candidates. 

Over 12,000 men gradu- 
ated from the academy to take 
their places in the Imperial 
Japanese Army before the 
academy closed in September 
1945. It was completely de- 
serted when American Occu- 
pation Forces moved into the 
area. Zama was redesignated 
the 4th Replacement Depot 
and remained as such until 
the 4th moved to Camp Drake 
in June 1950. ‘ : ; 

Some of the Army’s mos 
famed divisions trained at Gen. WILLING 
Zama after the outbreak of hostilities in Korea. Ele- 
ments of the 1st Cavalry, 7th, 24th, and 40th Infantry 
Divisions went through refresher courses and later they 
demonstrated well the results of their training at Zama 
on the war-torn Korean peninsula. 

Most of the original buildings, such as the theater, 
mess halls, and barracks, though remodeled, are still be- 
ing used by the U. S. Army. 

The post is divided into North and South camps, by 
the Sobudai-mae, Zama highway. 

Facilities in North Camp Zama include a chapel cen- 
ter, consolidated enlisted dining hall, a gymnasium, bas- 
ketball and handball courts, a baseball field and football 
field, a 12-lane bowling alley, enlisted, officer and family 
quarters, a service club, officer and NCO open messes, 
and Rankin Army Air Field. 

South Camp Zama is the site of Command head- 
quarters and 6th Logistical Command. The headquarters 
is housed in modern military buildings designed after the 
famed Pentagon, but with points flaring outward. 

At present, 861 public department quarters are in 
the Zama Housing Complex. The procedure for de- 
termining eligibility is by a priority credit score system. 
The priority credit score is based on a uniform cutoff 
date of 31 December each year, based on the man’s date 
of departure from the States and one point a month is 
awarded for remaining months in the current calendar 
year. 

The waiting period for public dependent quarters

varies from 3 to 12 months. In addition to government 
quarters there are 134 privately owned portable type 
housing units on the post, which are provided with post 
portable type housing units on the post, which are pro- 
vided with post utilities, at a reasonable fee. These 
houses were constructed by private contracts at prices 
varying from $1200 to $2700. These units are located at 
Sagamihara, Fuchinobe and Depot Complex Dependent 
Housing Areas. The sale and purchase of these quarters 
is controlled by U. S. Army Japan and a license for use 
of real estate in Japan is issued to the owner. 

Further construction is not contemplated, but many 
owners are in the market for buyers when they become 
eligible for public dependent quarters. 

Private construction in the area around Camp Zama 
and western style housing already in existence has pro- 
vided opportunities for approximately 700 more fami- 
lies to be reunited. Private rentals units vary in price 
depending upon location and size, but most sponsors have 
been able to find private rental and get their dependents 
to Japan shortly after their own arrival. 

The Quarters Property Supply Division, provides 
furniture and furnishings to assist you in setting up 
your quarters. You forfeit your rental allowance when 
you are assigned to permanent or temporary government 
quarters, but not if you occupy portable type quarters or 
private rental. 


Logistical Depot 


With the end of War II in September 1945, Uncle 
Sam discovered a multi-million ton headache which 
neither aspirin or tranquilizers could relieve. 

Surplus property, in a multitude of locations and 





with attendant ramifications, was the singular, glaring 
problem. 


Excess OD shirts and trousers were the least of the 
leftovers. Millions of tons of equipment became excess 
overnight to rapidly demobilizing allied forces. Veritable 
graveyards sprang up for inactive vehicles, spare parts 
tractors, bulldozers, communications equipment ‘and 
weapons of various types. we : 


Spread out over thousands of miles of hastily-de- 
veloped storage areas on Okinawa, Korea, Japan, and 
other Pacific locations, the surplus material problem be- 
came one of the Army’s major post-conflict dilemma. 


At this time, with Army combat forces also in the 
snowballing process of demobilization, American indus- 
try was in the throes of an industrial revolution gearing 
° re orders for civilian-type cousumer mer- 
chan 3 ; < 


Return of the war-time surplus equipment became 
secondary, with private industry challenging its return 
in fear it would lend an element of government compe- 
tition to its newly established outlets. 


Popular belief developed that Uncle Sam had literal- 
ly dropped the surplus equipment in the Pacific Ocean. 
Actually, teams of supply experts were already engaged 
in moving the packaged equipment to such locations. as 
Japan and Okinawa for further shipment when necessary. 
Most of these crates and boxes were stored in the open 
and subject to the mercy of the elements, Eventually, 
all of these supplies were shipped to Japan but with the 
lapse of time and weather conditions, markings had lost 
their identity and the contents of thousands of boxes be- 
came unknown. 

The Army’s solution for the use of this material was 
to place it in storage and later use it as a mucleus of the 
Military Assistance Program which was founded in 1947 
under the “Truman Doctrine.” The surplus equipment 
was slated to logistically assist nations of the free world 
joined in the defense program against military forces of 
totalitarianism. 

In addition to the War II excess; equipment from 
the Korean War, damaged, used or worn out, also, joined 
this stock pile of materiel in Japan. ....

The Schisto Fight 
For 14 years Army doctors and Japanese medical 
have been searching for a way to eliminate a 
disease which like malaria is one of the world’s greatest 
health probiems — schistosomiasis. The United Nations 
World Health Organization estimates that 133,000,000 
persons on five continents are affected by this disease. 
ieee binen’ the Mintle Mase Beth Amarin, 


an intensely endemic area in Yamanashi Prefec- 
was chosen by Army medical officers for experi- 
ments aimed at eradication of the snail carrier. 

With the complete cooperation of Japanese officials, 
specialists with the 406th Medical General Lab at Zama 
have been researching since 1946 for a method which 
would eliminate schistosomiasis as other Army doctors 
in the past have eliminated yellow fever and other dread 


The villain of the piece is a tiny parasitic worm. The 
larva leaves the snail host to bore through human skin 
and live in the blood vessels of the intestinal tract, caus- 
ing fever, dystentery, liver pain; enlargement of the ab- 
domen and Mental processes slow down, and 
death may result. 

In an effort to break the cycle of the parasite, Army 
researchers have tested more than 3,000 chemical agents 
designed to kill the snail carrier without damaging either 
the rice crop or the human beings who work it. 


Telephone Business 


Anyone who has placed a long-distance telephone 
call in Japan knows how involved the process can be. 

But few persons outside of the Army Signal Com- 
munication Agency Japan are aware of just how involved, 
and sepeivs, the process really is.

Keeping the lines in 
service an average of 99.8 percent of the time, despite 
accidents, storms and earthquakes, costs about $5.5 mil- 
lion a year. 

The Army went into the teleplione business on a 
large scale during the occupation days. As Japanese 
post-war reconstruction has progressed, the Army has 
replaced its own military circuits with facilities leased 
from the Nippon Telegraph and Telephone Public Corp. 

The agency, from its headquarters at Zama, has the 
knotty problem of providing adequate service while keep- 
ing costs as low as possible. To do this, the agency runs 
audits and traffic studies, striving to maintain only as 
many circuits as are necessary.

A Busy Port 


Out of a modern, three-story building at Yokohama’s 
North Pier, one of the largest and most active military 
elements in Japan is operated by U.S. Army Transporta- 
tion Agency, Japan. The movement of cargo to and from 
ports all over the world is controlled from its nerve cen- 
ter. 

Although it’s no longer the scene of hectic days of 
the Korean War when troops of 17 nations passed 
through Yokohama to fight and return to their home- 
lands, North Pier still operates around-the-clock, seven 
days a week. Under’ the control of Army Transporta- 
tion Agency, Japan headquarters are the “home ports” 
at North and Center Pier in Yokohama and “outports” 
in Hachinobe, Misawa, Moji, Hakata, Kure, Kobe, and 
Nagoya in Japan, and Manila in the Philippines. 

At North Pier alone there is simultaneous berthing 
capacity for eleven ocean-going vessels. 

In a business sense, U. S. Army Transportation 
Agency, Japan leaves a great impression on the economy 
of Japan. Contracts for millions of dollars a year are 
in effect with Japanese firms for various services.

Major Advances in Shutters Herald! 
Refinement of Camera Automation 


UTOMATION in camera operation will really get into stride, and on a fairly broad scale, 
when improved shutter mechanism just announced by the two major German shutter 
manufacturers become part of new cameras on the American market. Several camera 


makers already have taken advan- 
tage of the new shutter designs 
and their products will reach this 
country late this summer and 
fall. 

Full details of the three new 
shutter systems, one by Compur 
of Munich, two , Sone 
by Gauthier ot 
Calmbach, are 
described in the 
latest (June) is- 
sue of Camera 
News of West 
Germany, off 
cial publication 
of Camera In- 
dustries of West 
Germany, 17 W. 
45th St., New 
York 17, N.Y., DESCHIN 
from which copies may be ob- 
tained. 

The application of the term 
“automatic” in describing modern 
cameras of recent years has been 
used so widely, and, often indis- 
criminately, that there is some 
confusion. What is the difference 
between the automatic camera of 
the present and the improved ver- 
sion that will be out soon? 

Both take their cue from a built- 
in photoelectric exposure meter, 
the heart of modern camera auto- 
mation, but in the new systems the 
meter actually does all the figur- 
ing and exposure setting. In pres- 
ent metered cameras, the exposure 
control mechanism operates auto- 
matically only after the photogra- 
pher has first taken a preliminary 
step, namely to push a lever or to 
match pointers on the meter, de- 
pending on the shutter design. 

In the new systems, this step 
is eliminated as all ex™osure 
calculations are made directly 
by the meter. All the photogra- 
pher has to do is to cock the 
shutter. When he is ready to 
take a picture, he presses the 
shutter release button, a _ time- 
honored function. The new 
shutters may be operated man- 
ually, for extended control by 
the advanced amateur and the 
professionel, as well as auto- 
matically. 

The .new shutter systems are 
Compur’s Compur-Automat and 
Gauthier’s Prontormat-S and Pron- 
tor-Lux. 

“The Compur-Automat,” accord- 
ing to Camera News, “operates 
automatically when the film speed 
ring is set for the A.S.A. rating of 
the film, the aperture scale is set 
at the letter A, and the film-ad- 
vance lever of the camera is oper- 
ated to cock.the shutter. The lat- 
ter action serves to open the lens 
diaphragm fully and store up the 
energy for the automatic opera- 
tion. Release of the shutter mere- 
ly activates the automatic control 
mechanism, causing the light meter 
reading to be scanned and closing 
the diaphragm to the correct po- 

sition for taking the picture.” 

The photographer may select in 
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“] think everybody ought to 
have a hobby.” 
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advance the shutter speed he 
wants. When he then presses the 
shutter release, the control mech- 
anism automatically selects the 
lens opening required for the avail- 
able light at the pre-set shutter 
speed. 

Gauthier’s Prontormat-S shutter 
offers a choice of three operations 
— automatic, bulb (for time ex- 
posures) ‘and flash (for flash and 
manual operation). When the 
camera is set for one of these, the 
other two are inoperative. 

The shutter may be used to 
function in several different 
ways, depending on the camera 
manufacturer’s needs. In one, 
the shutter automatically selects 
the proper combination of speed 


and aperture. In others, either ~ 


the shutter speed is varied for 
a fixed lens opening, or lens 
openings are varied for a fixed 
shutter speed. 

Gauthier’s Prontor-Lux, which is 
designed for use in simple, low- 
priced cameras, has a narrower 
range of automatic settings than 
the Prontormat-S. Automation 
with these, therefore, will be lim- 
ited in scope, but adequate for 
general use. The Prontor-Lux is 
expected to have considerable in- 
fluence on camera design in the 
low-price field. 

The Camera News article points 
out that both Compur and Gauthier 
shutters are basic mechanisms, 
and that there probably will be 
modifications from one camera to 
another depending on the needs 
of the camera designer. 

Cameras incorporating the new 
shutters undoubtedly will become 
available in increasing variety and 
range. Picking up where the pre- 
vious automatic systems left off, 
the new systems will introduce a 
new era in the field of camera de- 
sign and probably lure a host of 
newcomers to photography. With 
nothing to do but to press the 
shutter-cocking lever and press the 
picture-taking button, amateurs 
are going to have things easier 
than ever.

Breaking down that figure, MMHA 
found that mobile home taxes (de- 
fined as tax based upon the list 
price of mobile homes) amounted to 
$11,546.62, while real and personal 
property taxes were $3,994.35. 

Of the $11,546.62 in mobile 
home taxes, 50 percent ($5,773.31) 
went to schools; 30 percent ($3,- 
463. 98) to the village; 10 percent 
($1,154.66) to the county; and the 
remaining 10 percent to the state. 

Looking closely at the $5,773.31 
in mobile home taxes set aside for 
schools, MMHA found that there 
were 18 students in all parks and 
the total tax paid for each of them 
was $320.73. In two parks, there 
were no students, but residents 
there paid a total of $2,244.17 in 
school taxes. 

The parks represented in the 
project were Southgate, Lyndale 
Lodge, Krestwood, Collins, and 
Portland.

CHICAGO—An official of the 
National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards who called for proper 
regulation of mobile home parks 
has been lauded. by the president 
of the Mobile Homes Manufactur- 
ing Association. 

James Hutchinson, Jr., Thom- 
son, Ga. chief executive of MHMA, 
referred to John A. Dodds, Detroit, 

hairman of the NAREB Realtor- 
lanner’ committee, who reported 
on a survey of more than 400 real- 
tors associated with zoning and 
planning commissions in their 
communities. 

“There is a growing impression 
that trailer parks can provide good 
real estate investment opportu- 
nities if they are carefully design- 
ed, well maintained, and efficiently 
operated,” Mr. Dodds declared. 

This means obviously that they 
should have the same kind of com- 
munity facilities and services as 
are required for residential sub- 
divisions with conventional dwell- 
ing units. i 

“Regulating the trailer parks 
and making them more attractive 
will make them more desirable liv- 
ing places and probably will at- 
tract the type of persons who 
would make themselves more a 
part of the social and cultural ac- 
tivities of a community,” he said. 

President Hutehinson said Mr. 
Dodds’ appraisal of the situation 
was both considerate and 
thoughtful. 

“We have been urging the same 
concept for several years.” he stat 
ed. “And we have made progress. 
If more real estate authorities like 
Mr. Dodds would make similar 
studies they would reach the same 
conclusions that mobile living is 
here to stay and living conditions 
for its enthusiasts should be equal 
to dwellers of conventional 
housing. 

“We are and have been working 
with federal, state and local auth- 
orities in framing special regula- 
tory ordinances for mobile home 
parks. We have engaged zoning 
authorities to examine the situa- 
tion and have conducted seminars 
for them to discuss this new way of 
living. 

“As to beautifying new and ex- 
isting parks, we will soon an- 
nounce co-sponsorship of a park 

lanning competition which should 
nterest top architects. 

“The comng year is dedicated 
to the promotion of better mobile 
home parks by all segments of 
our industry.” he declared. 

Mr. Hutchison agreed with Mr. 
Dodds on the investment possibili- 
tles of mobile home parks. “We 
have seen an increasing number of 
financial interests inquire at 
Association’s Chicago office 
technical informaton and park con- 
structon and finance. These parks 
are indeed a sound and rewarding 
investment when properly located, 
financed and operated.”

Mobile Home Sales 
Climb, Report Says 


ALES OF mobile homes and travel trailers in April were 
21 percent higher than March, 1960, but fell 14 percent 
elow sales in April, 1959, according to a recent report by 
ohn Moss of Marketing Information Association—market- 
ng consultants to Mobile Homes Manufacturers Association. 





April, 1960, sales totaled 13,360 
units compared to April, 1959, sales 
of 15,600 — a decrease of 2,240 | 
units. Shipments of both mobile 
home and travel trailers by manu- 
facturers to dealers during the 
first four months of 1960 are 11 
percent below the first third of 
1959, Moss pointed out. 

Sales this April spurted 21 per- 
cent over sales this March, Moss | 
said a comparable rate compared | 
to last year 





In a closer look at sales in April, | 
Moss sald the 13,360 units sold was 
an increase of 2360 units over the 
11,000 sold in March. Of this newly 


reported figure, 10,020 were mobile 
homes and 3340 were travel 
trailers. Based upon dollar value, 
sales of mobile homes totaled $50,- 
100,000 while travel trailers ac- 
counted for $6,012,000—making an 
estimated grand total of $56,112,- 
000 

Manufacturers shipped more 
mobile homes and travel trailers to 
dealers during 1959 than previously 
reported, Moss declared.

Planning, Land Use Controls Advice 
Contained in Book on Trailer Parks 


CHICAGO—Mobile Home Parks 
and Comprehensive Community 
Planning is the title of a 150-page 
book. recently written by two 
authorities in the field of city plan- 
ning and public administration 
recommended by officials of the 
Mobile Homes Manufacturing As- 
sociation; 

Ernest R. Bartley, professor of 
political science at the University 
of Florida, is one of the authors. 
He specializes in the field of public 
law with emphasis on the law of 
planning and land use controls. 
Bartley serves as planning and 
zoning consultant to a number of 
cities and counties in the South- 
east, 


The co-author is Frederick H. 
Bair, Jr., a private consultant in 
planning and zoning matters, and 
executive secretary of the Florida 
Planning and Zoning Association, 
according to the Mobile Homes 
Manufacturers. 

The authors say the subject of 
mobile homés and mobile home 
parks is often an irritating one 
for planners. 

“Public views ‘on. the topic are 
usually definite and vocal,” they 
point out. “The changing charac- 
ter of the mobile home has posed 
many special problems for the 
ase oe law, application of 

nd use contro] techniques, taxa- 
tion, economics, politics, and other 
matters. 

The authors claim that the 
book is the first major effort of 
its kind in the planning field.

FORT STEWART, Ga.—A new 
eoncept in battlefield reconnais- 
gance using a small drone aircraft 
is being tested at Fort Stewart. The 
special surveillance drone was put 
through its paces in June d 
the second in a series of four tests 
here by the Aerial Surveillance and 
Target Acquisition Platoon (Ex- 
perimental) from Fort Rucker. 

Designed to judge the operations 
of the USD-LB drone system, earli- 
est reports indicate the tests to be 
“highly successful.” 

Equipped with the latest sur- 
veillance apparatus, the ground 
controlled, unmanned drone can be 
flown as far as 60 miles and re- 
turned. Carrying sensitive cameras 
#4, signal equipment into enemy 
territory, the craft can bring back 
valuabje information for use by 
unit commanders. 

+ * + 

THE DRONE is launched with 
the help of JATO containers. This 
Jet Assisted Take Off helps the 
remote controlled craft accelerate 
to 100 miles per hour in seven- 
tenths of a second. The drone’s 
initial speed causes it to exceed its 
own length in distance traveled in 
less than a second. This is known 
as zero length launch. 

Propeller driven (the JATO con- 


tainers are dropped after the first 
300 yards) the drone can fly at 
speeds in excess of 200 miles per 
hour and may climb as high as 2500 
feet. It carries enough fuel to keep 
aloft for 30 minutes and on return 
is parachuted to a safe landing. 

This air scout is equipped with 
a gyroscope to help maintain steady 
flight and to assure accurate pic- 
tures from the camera mounted in 
the nose cone, Directed entirely 
from the ground the camera’s oper- 
ation is controlled by radio signals. 
Night pictures are possible by set- 
ting off remote controlled flares 
attached to the drone. 

* * ~ 


THE FOUR OFFICERS and 43 
enlisted men attached to the Ruck- 
er-based platoon are organized in 
groups specializing in a particular 
phase of the drone’s activities. The 
tracking and plotting unit, for in- 
stance, uses radar to keep the drone 
tracked for control purposes. 

Since the flight pattern may take 
it well beyond the limits of human 
vision, it is necessary to plot the 
craft’s course toward its target 
while both notifying friendly 
forces of its path and keeping it be- 
yond the enemy. The tail assembly 





is fitted with a radar beacon which 
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Rockets at White Sands 
Reaching 50 Miles High 


WHITE SANDS MISSILE 
RANGE, N. M. — For the first time 
in scientific history man is reach- 
ing almost 50 miles in the sky to 
make direct temperature record- 
ings. 

The Signal Missile Support Agen- 
cy (SMSA) at White Sands has 
reached altitudes over 251,000 feet 


with rockets carrying direct tem- 
perature sensing devices costing 
only $80. Temperatures in these re- 
gions previously could be comput- 
ed only on an indirect basis. 

A temperature of minus 40 de- 
grees was recorded at 251,000 feet 
in preliminary data evaluation. 
This is 37 degrees warmer than the 
minus 77 degrees considered the 
normal standard mean  tempera- 
ture for this region. 

This startling contradiction will 
be closely checked in the current 
series of firings. It could result in 
a major meteorological break- 
through. 

After complete evaluation, this 
temperature and wind information 
is rushed to United States scientific 
agencies where it is used to deter- 
mine design characteristics of long 
range missiles and satellite car- 
riers. Atmosphere parameters dur- 
ing the first 50 miles of flight have 
a critical influence on these ve- 
hicles. 

La * - 

THE SUCCESS of the tempera- 
ture measuring system is based on 
the combination of one of the most 
unusual rockets ever developed and 
a temperature recording device en- 
gineered by the missile geophysics 
division of SMSA. 

The system is based on the prin- 
ciple of firing a rocket to the alti- 
tude of interest and ejecting from 
it a temperature sensor on a para- 
chute to radio back information as 
it drifts to earth. The metalized 
parachute also is tracked by radar 
to obtain data on wind speeds. 

Temperature devices previous- 
ly carried in rockets to telemeter 
information during flight were 
unreliable because of heat from 
the rocket motor and friction 
from air passage. 

The firings here bring White 
Sands Missile Range into a meteor- 





ological rocket: network that covers 
the North American Continent. 

The Arcas rocket developed by 
the Navy and SMSA and used 
throughout this network is only 
seven feet long and weighs but 70 
pounds. It carries a 12 pound pack- 
age of instrumentation in a nose 
cone that has a capacity of 140 cub- 
ic inches. 

” ” 

A TWO-MAN CREW loads the 
Arcas into the breech of a launch- 
ing tube that swivels to resemble an 
artillery piece. The tube is then 
lifted to the desired tilt and the 
rocket is fired. 

At peak altitude the nose cone 
detaches to eject the temperature 
sensor and radio transmitter at- 
taches to a parachute 15 feet in di- 
ameter. The sensor is a bead 
thermistor, a ceramic semi-conduc- 
tor specially coated to protect it 
from radiation. 

The Arcas rocket has been de- 
signed to use a special solid 
fuel propellant with a low initial 
acceleration rate of only 150 
feet per second to avoid damage 
to the sensitive instrumentation 
in the nose cone. 


The Gamma nose cone used in 
the record 251,000 feet flight was 
designed by George Clark, a rocket 
payload scientist for the Signal 
Missile Support Agency. Kenneth 
Jenkins of the Missile Geophysics 
Division heads the project, assisted 
by Norman Beyers. 

Except in the 100,000 to 251,000 
feet region temperatures recorded 
in the firings so far generally fol- 
low the mean standard atmosphere 
curve established by many theoreti- 
cal methods.

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. new veterans pension law, approved by Congress and 


he President during 1959, 


went into effect on 1 July. It 


increases both the maximum pension payments and the 
amount of permissable income from other sources and it 
provides a sliding scale of payments based on need. At the 
same time it provides for counting part of the wife’s income 


as the veteran’s . .. and for 
the applicant. 


This new law, known as Public. 


Law 86-211, puts pension eligibility 
requirements for widows and 
orphans of veterans of World War 
II and the Korean War on the same 
basis as those of World War I. 
The previous requirement .. . that 
a veteran of World War II or 
Korea have a service-connected dis- 
ability at the time of his death . ... 
has been eliminated. 


Now pensions will be paid only 
to veterans whose disabilities 
have no connection with their 
actual military service. Payments 
to veterans, or their dependents, 
for service-connected disabilities 
are called “compensation” .. . 
and are not affected by the pen- 
sion laws. 


Widows, alone, may be paid from 
$25 to $60 a month. The rate in- 
creases to from $40 to $75 per 
month for widows with one child. 
An extra monthly payment of $15 
is allowed for each additional 
chlid. To be eligible for this, a 
widow, alone, must not have an 
income of more than $1800 from 
other sources—or, if she has chil- 
dren, not more than $3000. 

Under the new law single vet- 
erans with an annual income not 
greater than $1800, who are per- 
manently and totally disabled, may 
be paid a pension at a monthly rate 
of from $40 to $85, depending on 


considering the net worth of 





the amount of other income they 
have. 


Disabled veterans, who have 
dependents, can draw from $45 
to $100 per month. As in the 
case of widows, the maximum in- 
come limitation is $3000. To each 
of these amounts $70 will be 
added if the veteran requires 
constant aid and attendance. 


Under the old pension system 
veterans . . . whether single or 
with dependents .. . were paid 
a flat rate of $66.15. This payment 
Was increased to $78.75 per month 
after 10 years on the rolls, or at- 
tainment of age 65. Income limita- 
tions were $1400 a year for single 
veterans, and $2700 for veterans 
with dependents. If a veteran 
needed constant aid and attend- 
ance a payment of $135.45 was al- 
lowed. 

The old law provided flat pay- 
ments of $50.40 for a widow, and 
$63 for a widow with one child. 
Payments of $7.56 were made for 
each additional child. 

Veterans and their dependents 
coming on the pension rolls from 
now on will do so under the new 
law. Those already on the rolls are 
allowed to remain under the old 
law or to elect to come under the 
new one. However, if such a change 





is made it eannot be revoked later.

as your hands can stand), squeeze 
it and wrap your head with it. 

Leave the towel on for 15 
minutes and then shampoo your 
hair in the usual manner. Do this 
every week and please do not 
shampoo your hair oftener than 
once a week so you will not loose 
the oil in your scalp. 

A very important hint: 

Always brush your hair with 
your head down so your strokes 
will be upward instead of down-

Hold the Cheese 


Here is a recipe for cheese cake 

made without cheese: 
Crust 

20 graham crackers, crushed 

3 tablespoons butter, melted 

Y% teaspoon cinnamon 

Blend cracker crumbs . with 
melted butter and cinnamon. Press 
evenly on a 9-inch pie plate. Save 
a little of the crumb mixture to 
sprinkle on top of filling. 

Filling 
2 cans sweetened condensed 
milk 
6 eggs 
juice of 3 lemons 

Separate eggs. Beat whites un- 
til stiff. Then beat yolks and add 
milk, lemon juice and % teaspoon 
lemon rind. Fold in egg whites 
and pour into crust.

Scientists Up in Air 


PICATINNY ARSENAL, N.J.— Research scientists at 
Picatinny Arsenal are frequently up in the air. However, it’s 


all part of their job. 


A small corps of researchers in 
the arsenal’s pyrotechnics labora- 
tory “go up” as far as 60 miles 
into the atmosphere to test ammu- 
nition items. 


Physically, however, they never 
leave the ground. The space tests 
are conducted in chambers 
equipped with vacuum pumps 
that can evacuate enough air to 
simulate altitude conditions up 
te 60 miles. 

Test items—such as photoflash 
cartridges, tracers, flares, spotting 
charges, rocket motor propellant 
grains and incendiaries—are placed 
in the chamber and electrically det- 
onated. Engineers observe the 
tests through shatter-proof glass 
portholes.

EACH chamber is instrumented 
to permit several measurements to 
be taken at one time. Among the 
data produced are measures of 
explosion pressures, intensity of 
light and moment of peak bright-

— A 22- 
year-old Fort Benning sergeant has 
been commended by his battalion 
commander for saving the life of 
an injured companion in a post

Co., ist ARB, 58th In- 
fantry, 1st Inf Bgd, was the first 
man to reach Sgt. Neal L. Tate of 
Co. A, when Tate’s arm was blown 
off by an explosive in.a demolition 
pit. 

Although the NCO lost an arm 
and suffered severe injuries of the 
chest, shoulder and head, observers 
and officials at Martin Army Hos- 
pital credited Caradine’s actions 
with saving Tate’s life.

STANFORD, Calif.—Although 
2d Lt. Tom Rodda of Fort 
Eustis was listed only as “also 
ran” in the finals of the 1500 
meter run, several experts who 
viewed the mad scramble for 
fourth place—and an alternate 
Olympic berth—insisted Rodda 
was definitely fourth in the race 
despite the contrary opinion of 
the judges. No official picture 
was discovered to prove or dis- 
prove the opinion of the judges, 
an Official at the meet told 
Army Times. The official fourth 
place winner, Ed Moran, was 
spiked bady in the mixup at the 
tape and there was considerable 
dispute among all concerned as 
to just who finished fourth. In 
at least one other event, an of- 
ficial picture proved that 
original decisions of judges 
were wrong.

Bragg, known as Tarzan because 
he trains on the ropes rather than 
with weights and because he says 
he wants to play Tarzan in the 
movies, cracked the world record 
for the pole vault by clearing 1§ 
feet 9% inches before a record 
crowd of 65,000. The previous 
mark of 15-8% was set by Bob 
Gutowski of the Marines in 1987, 
Gutowski, billed as Bragg’s chief 
opponent as usual, finished out of 
the money this time. 


The Army’s other winner in the 
Trials was 2d Lt. George Youn 
of Fort Lee, who set a meet pn 
in the 3000-meter steeplechase b 
coming from behind in story-boo 
fashion to win in 8:50.6. Young’s 
victory was certainly the major 
surprise of the meet since his best 
ioe time for the distance was 

:06. 


Indeed, the 23-year-old graduate 
of the University of Arizona ran 
his first steeplechase only a year 
ago. The Fort Lee officer attrib- 
uted his rapid improvement to 
drilling over the _ steeplechase 
course at Fort Meade, Md., while 
training with the Army team for 
the Olympic trials. 

Young was one of the meet’s top 
headliners, out-bannered only by 
Bragg and John Thomas of Boston 
University. Thomas did what once 
was believed to be impossible by 
high-jumping 7’ 3%”. Previous 
world record for the high jump 
was 7-1. 

Young finished with a rush to 
edge two Olympic veterans, favored 
Phil Coleman of the Chicago Track 


Club, and Pvt. Charlie (Deacon) 
Jones, Young’s teammate from 
Fort Lee. Jones “died” two feet 


from the tape. 
. + . 

IN ADDITION to Bragg, Young 
and Jones, two other soldiers made 
the Olympic team by finishing third 
in their respective events. West 
Point’s Ed Bagdonas was third in 
the hammer threw with a toss of 
205’ 11” (Al Hall won with 2147, 
followed by Hal Connolly, 212- 
3%). And still another Fort Lee 
athlete, 2d Lt. Irvin (Bo) Rober- 
son, made the Olympic team by 
finishing third in the broad jump. 
Roberson, who holds the world in- 
door broad jump mark of 25’ 9”, 
made 25-5% this time. The win- 
ning leap was 266% by Ralph 
Boston. Anthony Watson was sec- 
ond with 25-9%. 

Three soldiers won fourth place 
honors, thus earning berths as al- 
ternates on the Olympic team. 
Famed shotputter 1st Lt. Bill Nie- 
der of Presidio of San Francisco 
was fourth in his event, behind 
Dallas Long, Parry O’Brien and 
Dave Davis. Long’s distance was 
63’ 3%”. O’Brien made 623%, 
Davis 62-3%, and Nieder 61-09%. 
Nieder qualified for the Olympie 
Trials with a 62-7. heave in the 
Inter-Service meet. 

Fort Ord’s Jay Silvester was 
fourth in the discus with a heave 
of 181’ 11”, nine inches from third 
place. Rink Babka won the event 
with a distance of 192-3%. 

Fort Benning’s Bill McWilliams 
also won alternate status with a 


fourth..place hammer throw of 
201’ 8”. 
Highly regarded Kent Floerke 


of Fort Riley was a heart-breaking 
fifth in the hop, step and jump with 
a distance of 51’ %”, 8%” from 
third place and 2’ %” from winner 
Ira Davis. Floerke made the same 
distance as the fourth place finish- 
er but had one more try.

You’ve got approximately 2000 
registered boxers in USAREUR 

. which outnumber the total 
amateur boxers we have in the U.S.

“And USAREUR has done 
superbly well,” 
continued, “as thousands of young 
men have received their introduc- 
tion to organized sports through 
the Army.”

Having 
conducted a clinic for the Eighth 
Army in Korea last year... and 
now seeing your program in Eu- 
rope ...I can tell that the Army 
athletic blueprint could serve as 
a model for college sports pro- 
grams back home.”

WHAT UNDERLIES the decline 
of amateur boxing in the U.S.?

They deny permission to 
participate in contact sports be- 
cause they fear injuries will result 

. but at the same time they let 
their sons zip around in hot rods. 

“Many studies indicate’ the 
American boy is growing soft. Most 
high school boys own cars and they 
are forced to take part-time jobs

CONCERNING the coming Olym- 
pic Games and the ten American 
boxers who will compete at Rom:>, 
“Julie” answered many questions 
from enthusiastic USAREUR 
coaches—with particular interest 
focusing on whether he is bound to 
use the boxers who won the Olym- 
pic Trials. 

“T’ve been asked that question 
all the way from San Francisco to 
Nurnberg,” the Olympic coach 
grinned broadly, “and the answer 
is ‘no’ for the following reasons. 

“The U.S. Olympic boxing squad 
is scheduled to train for approxi- 
mately a month prior to departure 
for the Games in Rome. The squad 
during this training period will be 
made up of champions from the 
Glympie Trials and selected alter- 
nates. 

“Now comes the important point 
and this is that the training 
or development program will deter- 
mine final entrees for Olympic 
competition. 

“An alternate to the develop- 
ment program,” he _ continued, 
“might qualify for the Olympic 
teas under the following condi- 
tions. 

“If the champion of a weight 
class becomes ill, injured or other- 
wise incapacitated. If the champion 
has a weight problem which might 
disqualify him from Olympic com- 


petition. If the champion fails to 
conform to the training rules. And 
finally, if the champion is clearly 
outelassed by an alternate. When 
it is apparent that an alternate is 
clearly superier to a champion, a 
bout between the two boxers in 
question shall be staged.” 


WHAT ARE America’s chances 

in the Olympic boxing champion- 
ships? 
“We are competing against over- 
whelming odds,” said Menendez. 
“The Russians spent $32 million 
preparing for the 1956 Olympics 
and they will spend $60 million for 
this year’s event.” 

“In the city of Moscow alone, 
there are 6000 amateur boxers 
competing regularly. There are 120 
trainers. The average age of the 
Russian boxers: competing at 
Rome will be 26 or 27... whereas 
our team has four boys 18, one 
who is 19 and one who is 20. Harry 
Campbell of San Jose State, who is 
22, is the second oldest member of 
our team.” 

“We don’t have subsidized pro- 
grams as they do in Russia and 
China. We have to play the percen- 
tages and have as many boys com- 
peting in athletics as possible so 
we may wneover prospects such as 
Campbell. 

“The competition in Rome will 
be tremendously tough . . . what 
with such amateur boxing powers 
as Russia, Argentina, Poland, and 
Italy entering outstanding Olympie 
teams. This year we have youth 
on our side. Sometimes this is an 
advantage . . . sometimes this is 
a disadvantage. But you can be 
sure that our Olympic boxing team 
will be out to uphold America’s

This 
is the comparatively new arrange- 
ment where the landowner pen- 
raises and releases game before the 
guns. It offers a kind of shooting 
which holds some thrills, but ex:

Making a Comeback 


FORT BENNING, Ga. — King’s Pond, favorite fishing 
water of thousands of infantrymen who’ve passed through 
Fort Benning, has reached the halfway mark in a comeback 
which has made it the Infantry Center’s prettiest spot. 


Drained, scoured and refilled 
last year, King’s has since been 
the recipient of almost constant 
attention of Fort Benning’s Fish 
and Game Maintenance Associa- 
tion. 

Guided by experts of the Georgia 
State Game and Fish Commission, 
the. association has followed a 
careful stocking program to place 
over 75,000 bream and 15,000 bass 
in King’s waters since November. 


“The bream have taken hold 


beautifully,” said MSgt. George E. 
Davis, Infantry Center wildlife ad- 
viser, “and the bass fingerlings 
seeded at intervals are doubling 
in size with every flip of the cal- 
endar.” . 

A scientific refertilization of the 
famous waters is in progress and 
when the pond is reopened to Fort 
Benning anglers early next sum- 
mer, it is expected to provide some

Chrysler, Rambler 
Merge Rumor Denied 


NEW and USED CARS 


DETROIT. — George Romney, 
president of American Motors Cor- 
poration, has denied rumors of 
merger of the company with 
Chrysler Corporation. 

“The success of American Mo- 
tors and Rambler’s fast climb has 
multiplied such rumors,” Romney 
said. ‘We now feel we must cate- 
gorically deny them beeause they 
are not only completely untrue 
but unfair to everyone who has a 
stake in our plans for continued 
growth based on our merit in 
serving the automotive and home 
appliance consumer. 

“We are continuing to study fur- 
ther diversification of the com- 
pany, but these studies do not in- 
clude merger with Chrysler be- 
cause we see no reason why such 
action would be helpful to us. 

“The compact market we pio- 
neered with the Rambler is con- 
tinuing to expand and we see still 
further expansion. The advent of 
the Big Three volume compact cars 


helped to enlarge this growth seg- 
ment of the market and helped 
boost Rambler sales,” he said. 
‘Despite forecasts that their 
competition would hurt us, we have 


gone on to the highest sales posi- 
tion ever experienced by an inde- 
pendent m»nufacturer.” 

« + * 

ROMNEY POINTED out that 
Rambler rose from 6.3 percent of 
total industrv sales just before the 
advent of Falcon, Corvair and 
Valiant, to 7.1 percent. Rambler 
domestic sales in calendar 1959, 
he said, totaled 368,464, and they 
are currently running 27 percent 
above last year.
